NICOSIA, Aug. 3.—Archbishop 
Makarios, 63, the President of 
Cyprus and architect of the is- 
land’s independence, died today 
of a heart attack, his second in 
four months. 

In an emergency Cabinet meet- 
ing today, the government decreed 
40 days of mourning, ordered fags 
to fly at half-staff and announced 
that all government offices would 
be closed until after the funeral 
on Monday. A spokesman said 
that the Greek-Cypriot National 
Guard and police were placed on 
alert. 

An official announcement said 
that his body will Ke im state at 
St. John’s Cathedral here. His 
funeral will be heid in the Nicosia 
suburb of Pallouritsa with burial 
at Kykro monastery in the Troo- 
dos, where Archbishop Makarios 
began his religious training. 

Cyprus radio said that Spiros 
Eyprianou, president of parlia- 
ment, has automsetically essumed 
the role of acting president unti 
elections can be held.

Among the projects funcied by 
the society under Dr. Monroe's 


direction was research in Canada 
by Dr. Ewen Cameron, conducted 
on patients at the Alien Memorial 
Institute of Psychiatry at McGill 
University in Montreal. 

Leonard Rubenstein, an ex~ 
perimenter who was paid directly 
by the Human Ecology Society 
and worked with Dr. Cameron, 
remembered Dr. Monroe. “It was 
directly related to brainwazhing.” 
be said about the project in a 
telephone interview. “They had 
investigated brainwashing among 
soldiers who had been in Korea, 
We in Montreal started ta use 
some lof these] techniques, brain- 
washing patients instead of usinz 
druss.”

Boy, 16, Shot Dead by Police 
As Soweto Unrest Continues 


JOHANNESBORG. Aug.2 
(UPI'.—Riot police, firing into 
a@ large crowd of stone-throwing 
blacks. shot to death a 16-year- 
old African bor today, Soweto's 
deputy police chief said. 

The youth, whose name was not 
Tevealed. was the third person 
to be killed this week in clashes 
between riot police and black 
youths in the township. 

The township. on Johannes- 
burg’s southwestern outskirts. 
erupted in violence last week. 
Tivo persons were killed in Soweto 
last Priday. 

Maj. Gen. Dawid Kriel who 
is in charge of riot-control opera- 
tions throughout South Africa. 
said that today’s shooting occur- 
red when “a mob attacked police 
with stones. ,The policemen 
defended themstives.” 

Gen. Gerber said the youth was 
shot to death at Emdeni. a sud- 
urban area of Soweto. He said 
his men fired’ shotguns loaded 
with birdshot into a crowd of 
about 1,000. and scattered rioters 
by charging them with billy clubs. 

Several youths in the crowd 
were wounded by the shotgun 
blasts, but Gen. Gerber had no 
details. 

Elsewhere in Emdeni. police 
using clubs broke up a crowd of 
blacks who had set two trucks on 
fire and had used the trucks to 
blockade a road. 

Thousands of black school chil- 
dren stayed away from classes in 
Soweto today in a continuing 
school boycott started last week,

Security Unit Supplied FBI 
With Data on Arab Proponent

DETROIT, Aug. 3 (WP).—The 
FBI revealed yesterday that, 
through the National Security 
Agency, it received the contents 
of six overseas telephone calls 
and telegrams made by Detroit 
attorney Abdeen Jabara, the 
former defense couusel:to Sir~ 
han Sirhan and a vocal propo- 
nent of Arab causes. 

The NSA, part of the Defense 
Department, coordinates elec- 
tronic surveillance activities and 
develops and breaks codes. 

Mr. Jabara's American Civil 
Liberties Union attorney. John 
Shattuck, director of the ACLU's 
Washington office, said yester- 
day that the Jabare case is the 
first in which the NSA has been 
foreed to reveal the name of a 
subject of its electronic enves- 
dropping. U.S. District Judge 
Ralph ‘Freeman ordered the dis- 
closure over FRI protests. 

The NSA has admitted in con- 
gressional testimony to inter- 
cepting the messages of 1,680 
US. citizens and groups without 
eourt orders or presidential au- 
thonzations ‘over a seven-year 
period. ‘The practice was stop- 
ped, according to court docu- 
ments. an an October, 1873, order 
from then-Attorney General El- 
ποῦ Richardson. 

A lawsuit brought by Mr. Ja- 
bara, 36, seeks damages from 
the FBI for 35 mstances in which 
the FRI tapped and recorded 
Mr. Jabara'’s telephone conversa- 


tions within the United States. 

‘The PSI, by its admission, also 
obtained Mr: Jabara’s bank rec- 
ords without 2 subpoena, watch- 
ed his home and business, inter- 
viewed his neighbors and politi- 
cal and business contacts, and 
made telephone calls to his home 
to check on his whereabouts. 

The FBI contends that the 
telephone taps of Mr. Jabara, 
who was born in Michigan and 
is of Lebanese descent, were made 
im connection with a national 
security investigation and did 
not require court orders. Docu- 
ments, however, reveal only one 
case in which Mr. Jabara was 
suspected of criminal activity or 
espionage.

- Mr. Carter felt that the secre- 
‘tary. should have this authority 
‘fn order to carry out the nation's 
energy policy. But managers of 
the bill in both houses felt that 
the power to.make these multl- 
billion-dollar decisions was too 
great to be held by a single per- 
son and should be given to a 
commission: insulated from politi- 
cal pressures.

Pennsylvania Hospital Probe

NORRISTOWN, Pa., Aug. 3 
(NYT).— Pennsylvania's Health 
Department opened an inves- 
tigation yesterday into the 
switching of labels on oxygen and 
nitrous. oxide outlets in the new 
emergency room of Suburban 
General Hospital. The in- 
vestigators will try to determine 
how many deaths may hare 
been caused by the blunder. 

Richard Anderson, administra- 
ter of the 141-bed osteopathic 
hospital in East Norristown 
Township, said that the toll at- 
tributable to the mistake would 
be no more than 5 of the 35 
deaths recorded in the new 
emergency room in the six 
months before the erzor was dis- 
covered an July 6. 

He said that an “inadvertent 
mechanical error” by the gen- 
eral contractor and a subcon- 
tractor caused the color-coded 
Jabels to be switched. 

A spokesman for the health 
department, however, said that 
it was 8 hospital's responsibility 
to test all new facilities. 

Hospital Blames Builder 

“The hospital generally checks 
things,” @ Suburban General 
spokesman said, “bui when you 
see a label, you assume that’s 
what it is. The general con- 
tractor has to take the bleme.” 

The Pennsylvania investigating 
panel is headed by Richard 
Zarin, the health depariment’s 
director of quality assurance. The 
team includes a doctor, nurse aud 
architect. The 5-year-old hos- 
pital’s license may be at stake.

Japan Aid to Be Sought 
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New Accords Seen Unlikely 
As ASEAN Meeting Opens

RUALA LUMPUR, Malaysis, 
Aug. 3 INYT).—The Jeaders of 
the five non-Communist coun- 
tries of Southeast Asia arrived 
here today to mark the 10th 
anniversary of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations and open 
2 series of political and economic 
discussions on future cooperation 
and development of the region. 

The Presidents, Suharto of In- 
donesia and Ferdinand Marcos 
of the Philippines, and Premiers 
Datuk Eraivichien of Thailand. 
Datuk Husseln bin Onn of Ma- 
laysia, and Lee Kuan Yew of 
Singapore plan to meet among 
themselves for ὑπὸ days, then 
together with the Premiers of 
Japan, Australia and New Zea- 
Jang who will arrive in Kuala 
Lumpur on Saturday. 

The conference, long planned 
and heralded as marking the 
takeoff of ASEAN as the world’s 
secend principal economic com- 
munity, seems unlikely to produce 
any of the major agreements on 
teriff reductions, trade conces- 
sions or Joint industrial projects 
that most of the participants had 
hoped might result. 

Instead, the focus seems to be 
on how much Japan, Asia's 
wealthiest country, can be coerc- 
ed into providing for its neigh- 
bors. The talks are being watch- 
ed anxiously by the United States 
and other developed countries as 
a possible indication of direc- 
tions North-South dialogues and 
the new international economic 
order might take. 

Want 2 Pledge 

“What we want more than any~ 
thing else at this stage is simply 
a pledge from Japan that they 
will pisy more of a role in the 
region and that they will make 
major commitments to each coun- 
try if not ASEAN as a group.” 
said a seDior Malaysian Foreign 
Ministry official. 

Although the five ASEAN coun- 
tries together supply more than 
half of the world's production of 
such conunodities as natural rub- 
ber, tin. tropical hardwoods, palm 
oil, coconut products. pepper and 
tapioca, they are ail still under 
substantial pressure to diversify 
and develop their economies. 

And the conference comes at 
a time when all five are under 
growing political pressure, both 
at home and abroad. Active or 
perceived insurgencies are dis- 
rupting at least three of the five. 
U.S. troops no longer guarantee 
the security of the region against 
the new Communist states of In- 
dochina who continue to condemn 
the ASEAN grouping as 8. mili- 
tary pact—a sucressor to the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organiza~ 
tien that was dissolved on 
dune 30. 

Although the five countries con- 
tinue to deny any intentions of 
forming a military alliance. ques- 
tions of bilateral or trilateral co- 
operation against insurgent opera- 
tions will be a key focus in 
private talks among the five 
Jeaders. 


Next month, representatives of 
the five wil] meet with senior 
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US. State Department officials 
in Manila to discuss a range of 
trade and aid issues as well es 
the question of future U.S. mili- 
tary plans for Asia. The Malay- 
sian Foreign Mini officials 
said today that the Umted States 
had also been pressing Japan 
privately to expand its dialogue 
with ASEAN and its participation 
in the region, in an economic if 
not in 8 political or military 
sense.

CHALOR CHANGAN, Thailand, 
Aug. 3 (UPI).—Thai peasants, 
leaving their armed young men 
behind, began an exodus today 
an foot and on oxcart in the 
border area after reports of 8 
Cambodian troop buildup across 
the frontier.

Thai defenders said that they 
were sure they had Eilled several 
of the intruders, who also burn- 
ed houses and a hospital. but 
tha; the Cambodians dragged 
the bodies away as they retreated. 

Yesterday's attack was the 
third mejor clash across the 
frontier in two weeks. 

Total Thai casualtics durinz 
the two weeks were put at 46 
dead. Cambodian losses were 
estimated by the defenders et 
“several dozen.” 

So far, Cambodia has not dis- 
elaimed the attacks, and the 
strongest action Thailand his 
taken has been to send “stront- 
Iv Worded protests” to Cambodir 
and the United Nations and to 
Place its border forces on full 
alert.

He was one of the first ecclesiastics to 
head a lay government Since such men es 
Richelieu and Mazarin of France—and ther 
ruled under kings.

Initially, he had sougnt Ὁ join Cyprus τὸ

Cypriot Greeks and the Turkish minority. 
Nor, for that matter, between the Greeks 
who were content «ith an independent 
Cyprus and those who insisted on enasi: 
with the mainiand. So he was ousted by 
the latter in a coup that evenrually brought 
8 Turkish invasion and the present stale- 
mate. Now there are Turkish troops on 
about tice as much of Cyprus as the per- 
centage of Turks living there—less than 30 
per cent of the population. There is eco- 
nome and social and pohtieal confrontation 
and trouble within NATO. as well as 2 poten- 
al for war in the Aegean. 

Tt would be wrong to blame all this on 
Makarlos—the worst that e2n be said of his 


presidency of Cyprus is that, like so many in 
the Third World, he was unable to divide 
the legacy of imperialism in terms that 
would satisfy his own people—or those coun- 
tries of the mainiand who had claims to the 
isiand, Africa is plagued by similar diftieul- 
ties, and no one seems able to eome up with 
any formula, any degree of statesmanship, 
that can solve the dilemmas without the 
use of force. 

At ieast the Greek Ortnodox archbishop 
was able to ride out the initial Cyprus crisis 
when the British left, and to temper moods 
that seemed as likely. in 1959. to result in 
war as does the present situation. That he 
was unable to repeat this feat after the 
Turks moved into Cyprus has been attributed 
to his stubbornness—but there is stuwbbor- 
ness on the Turkish side as well. And 
whether so dramatic a figure as he presented 
ean emerge to create a Cyprus setilement 
that will endure may be doubted. 

Perhaps someone less articulate and im- 
posing would be better for Cyprus in the 
long run: nis policies and personality had 
created their own obstacles to peace there. 
But Archbishop Makarios was a colorful 
figure in a drab dispute, and in spite of his 
errors he alsa showed an abuilitr to adapt ta 
circumstances. That, anhappily, is a mare 
quality im the whale Cyprns dispute—as it is 
in so many other portions of this frietion- 
tensed globe. 


The Matechmakers 


Tt is an odd world when 2 ruier's decision 
toe allow a handful of young women to leave 
their country m search of husbands should 
require a high-level diplomatic initiative, 
and that the ecircemstance should merit 
eammendation. 

The women in question are members of 
Srria's tiny surviving Jewish community. 
They cannot find husbands at home because 
eligible Jewish men hope to escape to Israel 
and dare not encumber themselves with 
family responsibilities. 

Given their state-enforced isolation, these 
young women are thus doomed to ron-pro- 
ductive spinsterhood, 8 minor tragedy amid

President Assad has made no 
eommitments regarding future departures, 
pat it seems likely that he will allow the 
process to continue as a personal gesture to 
President Carter and, perhaps, a5 a sien 
that he means to be conciliatory on larger 
issues. 

The young women, with little ability in 
English and few marketable skills, will not 
have an easy time when they arrive here to 
meet thelr new husbands, Arranged mar- 
Yiages are still practiced among Syrian Jews, 
even in tne United States, but it appears 
that tae proxy ceremonies will not bind the 
partners under American law. They will 
thus have an opportunity for second thoughts 
before going ahead with etvil or religious 
ceremonies, 

We wish them all well, but can't help also 
noting that President Assad has at his dis- 
posal a simpler solution to the human prob- 
jems of the Syrian Jews who still remain— 
unrestricted emigration.

Francis Gary Powers 


We first heard the name Francis Gary 
Powers in a United States government lie. 
On a day in May 1960, he was identified as 
the civilian pilot of an unarmed, space- 
agency weather plane that lost its way while 
photographing clouds over Turkey and al- 
legedly strayed over Soviet terrain. 

‘When the Russians vevealed that they'd 
shot him down, a wave of innocent mdigna- 
tion swept the United States. How could we 
ever get along with these barbarians who 
Sheot first and complain later?

Then the Russtans revealed that the U-2 
plane had strayed into deepest Siberis, 
three hours flying time from any frontiers; 
that they had captured Powers when his 
parachute brought him down in a plowed 
eld near Sverdlovsk, and that they had 
gathered most of the pieces of his high- 
gliding craft. including remarkable cameras’ 
containing photographs of missile sites and 
airfields, taken in revealing detail from 
12 miles up. 

President Eisenhower at first lied some 
more by denying knowledge of the espionage. 
out he finally came clean. denounced the 
Soviet Union as a secret society against 
which espionage was unfortunately the onir 
defense. and watched his last chance of dé- 
tente diplomacy with Nikita Khrushcher 
disappear. 

Two years later, Francis Gary Powers was 


released from a Soviet prison amd brought 
to Bertin to be exchanged for a Soviet 
eolonel, Rudolf Abel, whose spying out of 
Brooklyn the Russians never acknowledged 
exeept in this transaction.

He went to 
Athens where he participated 
in the negotiations that produc- 
ed an agreement in 1959 to make 
Cyprus an independent siate. 

Turkish Minority Rights 

The accord gave the Turkish 
minority sizable powers to veto 
government decisions and Arch- 
bishop Makarlos signed them 
onjy after great pressure was 
exerted by Athens.

Barre Declares That France 
To Keep Troops Out of NATO 


BONN. Aug. 3 (AP).—French 
Prime Mlinister Raymond Barre 
Was quoted yesterday as saring 
that France will never again 
place its military forces under 
the allied command of NATO. 

“We are not 80 presumptuous 
as to wish to concern ourselves 
with the defense of others..." he 
told the German weekly maga- 
zine Stem. “You must under- 
stand that we shal] never return 
to NATO... in the interests of 
France..." France withdrew its 
forces from the NATO military 
command in 1966. 

He issued @ “solemn warning” 
to potential Soviet bloc aggres- 
Sors that, “in the case of an arm- 
ed invasion of our [West Ger- 
man] front area, the vital in- 
lerests of France would be 
threatened long before this inva- 
sion reached our borders.” 

His interviewer voiced West 
German concern over French 
nuciear weapons being aimed so 
that plutonium missiles could be 
launched from France against 
Sovieb bloc forces on West Ger- 
man soil, 


Preventing 2 Battle 

Asked whether France sees 
Germany “only as a battlefield,” 
Mr, Barre said: “The issue is not 
to seek a battlefield for the plu- 
tonium rockets but to prevent ἃ 
battle from taking place at all.” 

Asked about the government's

When the Archbishop went to 
Moscow in 1971 and bough. 
Czechoslovak weapovs to arm 
his personal security foree, the 
eolonels started calling him the 
“red bishop" and plotted to 
orerthrow him. Mr. Grivas was 
sent to Cyprus to form a new 
guerrilla band. Eoka B, but this 
time his enemy was Archbishop 
Makarios, 

When Mr. Grivas died in 1974, 
the Archbishop moved against 
foka B and its alhes in the 
National Guard. which was !ed 
by mainland Greek officers. He 
demanded that the military junta 
in Athens remove the Greek of- 
ficers, On July 15. 1974, these 
same officers led a coup m 
which the Archbishop was a)- 
most killed, and he was forced 
wo flee the island. 

The coup gave the Turks the 
excuse they had wanted. and 
four days later they invaded the 
island, occupying the north 
coast and forcing 180.000 ethnic 
Greeks from thelr homes, The 
mittary government in Athens 
Tell and so did the regime in 
Nicosia. 

The new Cypriot president. was 
Glafvos Clerides, 2 reasonable 
and widely respected man, and 
many analysts believe that if 
Archbishop Makarios had died in 
the coup or stayed away from 
the island, peace musght have 
been possible. 

The Archbishop, however, re- 
turned to Cyprus in December, 
1974, A series of peace talks in 
the next few years got nowhere. 
The Turks took an extremely 
tough line and iusisted that ther 
vould never negotiate with Arch- 
bishop Makarios. and the Arch- 
bishop proclaimed a policy of 
“long struggle” vo reclaim Greek 
lands. 

Many analysts thought Arch- 
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bishop Makarlos was taking an 
unreasonably rigid line, and he 
gradually lost international sup- 
port. He met twice with Rauf 
Denktash, the ethnic Turkish 
Jeader, early this year and talks 
resumed in April, But they made 
hittle headway. and the Arch- 
bishop sald that he expected no 
real progress.

A former Foreign Secretary. 
Lord Georzge-Brown. said the 
idea that Britain was no longer 
a front-rank nation was "“non- 
sense and dangerous nonsense 
at that.” 

A government-appointed “think 
tank" recommended the reduc- 
tion in the number of diplomats 
in view of what it called the 
decline in Britain's power and 
influence, 

Bul through their association. 
the diplomats hit back. They 
challenged the conclusion that 
Britain had little hope of re- 
covery in world status and asked 
how France would fare now if it 
had cut back its diplomatic 
service during the economic and 
Political troubles of the late 
1950s. 

The Times of London said: 
“The review is right to be frank 
about Britain's declining power 
and to suggest that some of our 
attitudes in politics and diplo- 
macy have not yet caught up 
with reality.” 

Britain's diplomatic service has 
been investigated three times in 
the Jast 13 years. It accounts 
for less than three-tenths of one 
per cent of total public expen- 
diture and has reduced its staff 
by 15 per cent since 1965.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP- 
Dy).—Gerber Products Co., like 
Other take-over targets these 
days, is finding that opposition 
to tender offers is not without 
problems.

has angered some stockholders, 
who now threaten to sue their 
directors for holding up an offer 
several dollars above Gerber's 
stock price.

GM Sets Regular Dividend 


DETROIT, Aug. 3 fAP-DJ).— 
Directors of General Motors Corp. 
declared 2 recular quarterly divi- 
dend of 85 cents a share yester- 
day in the face of speculation 
by some Wall Street analysts 
that strong car sales and record 
second-quarter earnings might 
cause GM to boost its quarterly 
payout. The dividend is payabie 
Sent. 10 to stock of record Aug. 
rm. 

GM's decision took some ana- 
lysts by surprise. Ronald Glantz, 
an analyst with Mitchell. Hut- 
chins Inc, said that “GM's fi- 
nancial ratios justify an increase 
in its dividend.” He said GM's 
action left him “mildly surprised 
but not dismayed.” 

Other analysts, such as David 
Healy of Drexel. Burnham, Lam- 
bert Inc., said the auto maker's 
move “was a political thing.” Mr. 
Healy said that. in view of com- 
plaints by car firms of the high 


cost of making autos energy ef- 
ficient, a dividend increase “would 
be like waving a red flag in front 
of a bull.” 


Last year, GM paid 60 cents a 
share in the first quarter, $1.10 
a share in the second. including 
an extra payment of 50 cents a 
share, and its previous 85 cent 
quarterly rate in the third quar- 
ter. In the fourth quarter, the 
company declared ἃ year-end divi- 
dend of §3 a share, which brought 
the company’s total cash divi- 
dends for the year to a record 
$5.55 a share, 


Some Wall Street analysts ex- 
pect the auto maker to declare

The USOC recommendation 
then will be passed on to the 
International Olympic Commut- 
tee, which next spring will rote 
on the sites for the 1984 winter 
and summer Olympics.

There are companies 
around the country that ehart 
biorhythms, and people—tike 
Mr. Snyder's staff—who make 
their living charting the bio- 
Foythims of sports figures. 

Biorhyihm theory began in 
the late 19th century, when Dr. 
Hermann Swoboda im Vienna 
and Dr. Wilhelm Fleiss m Ber- 
lin eoncluded that the physical 
and emotional states of human 
beings change rhythmically. In 
the 1920s, Alfred Telischer, an 
Austrian engineer, claimed that 
there also is a rhythmic change 
in human intevlectual function- 
ing.
